Sec. 2. Definitions. As wused in this Act unless the
context otherw se requires:

"Pet shop operator” neans any person who sells, offers to
sell, exchange, or offers for adoption with or w thout charge
or donation dogs, cats, birds, fish, reptiles, or other
animal s customarily obtained as pets in this State. However,
a person who sells only such animals that he has produced and
rai sed shall not be considered a pet shop operator under this
Act, and a veterinary hospital or «clinic operated by a
veterinarian or veterinarians |licensed under the Veterinary
Medicine and Surgery Practice Act of 2004 1994 shall not be
consi dered a pet shop operator under this Act.

"Dog deal er" neans any person who sells, offers to sell,
exchange, or offers for adoption with or w thout charge or
donation dogs in this State. However, a person who sells only
dogs that he has produced and raised shall not be considered
a dog dealer wunder this Act, and a veterinary hospital or
clinic operated by a veterinarian or veterinarians |icensed
under the Veterinary Medicine and Surgery Practice Act of
2004 1994 shall not be considered a dog dealer wunder this
Act .

"Secretary of Agriculture” or "Secretary" nmeans the
Secretary of Agriculture of the United States Departnent of
Agricul ture.

"Kennel operator" means any person who operates an
establishment, other than an aninal control facility,
veterinary hospital, or animal shelter, where dogs or dogs
and cats are maintained for boarding, training or simlar
purposes for a fee or conpensation; or who sells, offers to
sell, exchange, or offers for adoption with or w thout charge
dogs or dogs and cats which he has produced and raised. A
person who owns, has possession of, or harbors 5 or |ess
femal es capabl e of reproduction shall not be considered a
kennel operator.

"Cattery operator" nmeans any person who operates an
establishment, other than an animal control facility or
animal shelter, where <cats are maintained for boarding,
training or simlar purposes for a fee or conpensation; or
who sells, offers to sell, exchange, or offers for adoption
with or without charges cats which he has produced and
rai sed. A person who owns, has possession of, or harbors 5
or less females capable of reproduction shall not be
considered a cattery operator.

"Animal control facility" nmeans any facility operated by
or under contract for the State, county, or any nmunici pal
corporation or political subdivision of the State for the
pur pose of inpounding or harboring seized, stray, honeless,
abandoned or unwanted dogs, cats, and other animals. "Aninma
control facility" also nmeans any veterinary hospital or
clinic operated by a veterinarian or veterinarians |icensed
under the Veterinary Medicine and Surgery Practice Act of
2004 1994 which operates for the above nentioned purpose in
addition to its customary purposes.

"Animal shelter” neans a facility operated, owned, or
mai ntained by a duly incorporated humane society, aninal

wel fare society, or other non-profit organization for the
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purpose of providing for and pronoti ng t he wel f ar e,
protection, and humane treatnent of aninmals. " Ani ma
shelter” also neans any veterinary hospital or clinic
operated by a veterinarian or veterinarians |icensed under
the Veterinary Medicine and Surgery Practice Act of 2004 1994
whi ch operates for the above nentioned purpose in addition to
its customary purposes.

"Foster honme" neans an entity t hat accepts t he
responsibility for stewardship of aninmals that are the
obligation of an aninmal shelter, not to exceed 4 animls at
any given tine. Permts to operate as a "foster honme" shal
be issued through the animal shelter.

"GQuard dog service" neans an entity that, for a fee,
furni shes or | eases guard or sentry dogs for the protection
of life or property. A person is not a guard dog service
sol el y because he or she owns a dog and uses it to guard his
or her home, business, or farnland.

"Quard dog" neans a type of dog used prinmarily for the
pur pose of defending, patrolling, or protecting property or
life at a comrercial establishnment other than a farm "CQuard
dog" does not include stock dogs used primarily for handling
and controlling livestock or farm animals, nor does it
i ncl ude personally owned pets that al so provide security.

"Sentry dog" neans a dog trained to work wthout
supervision in a fenced facility other than a farm and to
deter or detain unauthorized persons found wthin the
facility.

Not hing in this Act shall be construed to nean that an
eligible adult is a victimof abuse or neglect for the sole
reason that he or she is being furnished with or relies wupon
t reat ment by spiritual nmeans through prayer alone, in
accordance with the tenets and practices of a recognized
church or religious denom nati on.

Nothing in this Act shall be construed to nean that an
eligible adult is a victimof abuse because of health -care
services provided or not provided by licensed health care
pr of essi onal s.

(a-5) "Abuser" neans a person who abuses, neglects, or
financially exploits an eligible adult.

(a-7) "Caregiver" nmeans a person who either as a result
of a famly relationship, voluntarily, or in exchange for
conpensati on has assunmed responsibility for all or a portion
of the care of an eligible adult who needs assistance wth
activities of daily Iiving.

(b) "Departnent"” nmeans the Departnent on Aging of the
State of Illinois.

(c) "Director" neans the Director of the Departnent.

(d) "Domestic living situation” nmeans a residence where
the eligible adult lives alone or with his or her famly or a
caregiver, or others, or a board and care hone or other
comuni ty-based unlicensed facility, but is not:

(1) Alicensed facility as defined in Section 1-113
of the Nursing Hone Care Act;
(2) A"life care facility" as defined in the Life

Care Facilities Act;

(3) A hone, institution, or other place operated by
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the federal governnent or agency thereof or by the State

of I'llinois;

(4) A hospital, sanitarium or other institution,
the principal activity or business of which 1is the
di agnosi s, care, and treatnent of human illness through
the nmaintenance and operation of organized facilities
therefor, which is required to be licensed under the
Hospital Licensing Act;

(5 A "community living facility" as defined in the
Community Living Facilities Licensing Act;

(6) A "comunity residenti al alternative" as

(e) "Eligible adult"™ means a person 60 years of age or
ol der who resides in a donestic living situation and is, or
is alleged to be, abused, neglected, or financially exploited
by anot her i ndivi dual .

(f) "Emergency"” neans a situation in which an eligible
adult is living in conditions presenting a risk of death or
physi cal, nmental or sexual injury and the provi der agency has
reason to believe the eligible adult is unable to consent to
services which would alleviate that risk

(f-5) "Mandated reporter” nmeans any of the follow ng
persons while engaged in carrying out their professional
duti es:

(1) a professional or professional's delegate while
engaged in: (i) social services, (ii) |aw enforcenent,
(ti1) education, (iv) the care of an eligible adult or
eligible adults, or (v) any of the occupations required
to be licensed under the dinical Psychol ogi st Licensing

Act, the Cinical Social Wrk and Social Wrk Practice
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Act, the Illinois Dental Practice Act, the D etetic and
Nutrition Services Practice Act, the Marriage and Famly
Therapy Licensing Act, the Medical Practice Act of 1987,

(6) personnel of the Departnent of Human Servi ces,
the GQuardi anshi p and Advocacy Comm ssion, the State Fire
Marshal, local fire departnments, the Departnment on Aging
and its subsidiary Area Agencies on Aging and provider
agencies, and the Ofice of State Long Term Care
Orbudsman;

(7) any enployee of +the State of Illinois not

ot herwi se specified herein who is involved in providing
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services to eligible adults, including professionals

providing medical or rehabilitation services and al

ot her persons having direct contact with eligible adults;
or

(8) a person who perforns the duties of a coroner
or nedi cal exam ner.

(g) "Neglect"” neans another individual's failure to
provide an eligible adult with or willful w thholding from an
eligible adult the necessities of life including, but not
l[imted to, food, clothing, shelter or nedical care. This
subsection does not create any new affirmative duty to
provide support to eligible adults. Nothing in this Act
shall be construed to nmean that an eligible adult is a victim
of negl ect because of health care services provided or not
provided by |licensed health care professionals.

(h) "Provider agency" neans any public or nonprofit
agency in a planning and service area appointed by the
regional admnistrative agency wth prior approval by the
Departnent on Aging to receive and assess reports of alleged
or suspected abuse, neglect, or financial exploitation.

(1) "Regional adm nistrative agency" neans any public or
nonprofit agency in a planning and service area so designated
by the Departnent, provided that the designated Area Agency
on Aging shall be designated the regional admnistrative
agency if it so requests. The Departnent shall assune the
functions of the regional admnistrative agency for any
planning and service area where another agency is not so
desi gnat ed.

(j) "Substantiated case" neans a reported case of
al | eged or suspect ed abuse, negl ect, or fi nanci al
exploitation in which a provider agency, after assessnent,
determ nes that there is reason to believe abuse, neglect, or
financial exploitation has occurred.

"Eut hanasi a drugs" neans Schedule 11 or Schedule 11
substances (nonnarcotic controlled substances) as set forth
inthe Illinois Controlled Substances Act that are used by a
eut hanasi a agency for the purpose of aninmal euthanasi a.

"Eut hanasia technician" or "technician" nmeans a person
enpl oyed by a eut hanasi a agency or working under the direct
supervision of a veterinarian and who is certified by the
Department to admnister euthanasia drugs to eut hani ze
ani mal s.

"Veterinarian® neans a person holding the degree of
Doctor of Veterinary Medicine who is |licensed under the
Veterinary Medicine and Surgery Practice Act of 2004 1994.
